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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 18 and 22 
continue to be allowable for the reasons previously set forth in the Notice of Allowability mailed 
10 July 2002. In addition, newly submitted claim 55 is also allowable because none of the prior 
art teaches or suggests decoding steganographically encoded information from scan data 
produced from a photo identification document using visible light and presenting the decoded 
information to an operator, as stipulated thererin. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14, including the fee set forth 
in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action 
under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.
